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PREFACE. 



The favourable reception which has been accorded 
to the Author's former Work, " Lyra Sabbatica," both 
by the Public and the Press, has induced him to 
publish the present Volume. 

Most of the poems now presented are of recent 
composition, and only a few have been before 
printed. They are not, as in the former volume, 
exclusively Sacred and Devotional, but the book is 
divided into three parts — Sacred, Eural, and Mis- 
cellaneous. Of the sacred poems it need only be 
said that they are in harmony with Holy Scripture, 
and so entirely unsectarian that they may be used 
by all sincere Christians. 

The second part contains poems on Country life, 
and Eural themes, suggested by the ever-renewing 
variety and proverbial richness of Kentish scenery.

The Author commends the Work to the indulgence 
of his readers, hoping that the perusal of " Kentish 
Lyrics" may serve to promote reverential love to 
God in His Word and in His Works, and inspire a 
keener thirst and relish for whatever is beautiful 
and pure and good.

AU8TBALIA, JANXJABY 6, 1866, WHEN ABOUT 220 PASSENGERS 
AND CBEW WBBE DBOWNSD). 



'EOM Plymoutli Harbour sailed a goodly vessel, 
Freighted fuU deep with cargo fore and aft ; 
Boldly she went forth with the storm to wrestle, 
A grand and stately craft. 



With cheery hearts the captain and his crew. 

And twelvescore passengers, the voyage begun. 
And prayer commingled with the last adieu, 
When fired the midnight gun. 

Over the sea the iron voyager bounded. 

Ploughing the waves as though in conscious might. 
And ere the bell of the last watch resounded, 
England was out of sight 

Calm was the morning, and light breezes blowing,
